On receipt of an information on the 30th November, 
1983 about the presence of some extremists, a combing 
and search operation was launched by combined contingent 
of Punjab Police, Border Security Force and Central 
Reserve Police Force under the command of Senior 
Superintendent of Police, Tam-Tardh, and thfee parties were 
formed. The party led by Shri MOhd. Mustafa, Assistant 
Superintendent of Police started house to house search 
front right side of village Mughal Chak. On, seeing the 
police search party advancing to' a particular house in 
which the extremists happened to be hiding, the extremists 
jmhped? tfe 'hbuHdatfy w&B df the- house id order to escape. 
The other party led by Comdt. J. P.- Dashmana of Central 
Reserve Police Force was already present at that side. 
The terrorists realising that they have been badly trapped, 
started firing on the police party led by Shri Dashmana. 
Two of the Central Reserve Police Three Constables 
exhibiting' extraordinary courage returned fire on the terro¬ 
rists forcing them to enter into one of the rooms of 
the house. Shri Mustafa who was looking after the right 
flank volunteered to enter a house just in front of the 
room in which the terrorists were hiding and this house 
was hardly 70 yards range from the . terrorists who were 
firing indiscriminately. ■ He • alongwifli two Constables took 
positions behind th«T terrace of that hoUSd-and Jabot firing 
from the SLR intermittently. One bullet hit Constable 
Jaspal Singh who had taken position on the house top

with SLR. He was immediately, removed to hospital for 
treatment. Shri Mustafa continued directing fire towards 
the terrorists. He took another initiative and changed his 
strategy. He came down, crawled to the courtyard boundary 
wall, dug a hole and directed firing from the LMG 
on the' terrorists through the hole. He directed two 
Constables to attend to LMG and himself dug another hole 
in the right side of the wall and fired . from the SLR.

On the 19th April, 1988 whale Shri Om Prakash Singh 
Malik. Senior Superintendent of Police, Azamgarh was 
holding a’ meeting in police office Azamgarh; received an 
information that heavy firing was going on in the Civil 
Court Compound. Immediately he alongwith Shri G. N. 
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Singh, Additional Superintendent of Police and Shri S. S. 
Shanna, Inspector who were present in 1 his office 
rushed to the spot where he observed that a dare-devil 
gang of criminals had been heavily firing on their oppo¬ 
nents wdh whom they had a land dispute listed for hearing 
that day. The firing had created terror and panic, injuring 
members of general public and bringing the functioning of 
the courts to a standstill. 

Shri Malik, gathered that the armed gang after the shoot¬ 
out had fled towards Varanasi in a jeep and an Ambassador 
car. Taking up the clue aud without loss of time and 
without waiting for re-enforcements he together svith 
Shri O. N. Singh, Additional Superintendent of Police and 
Shri S. S. Sharma, Inspector followed the route in hot 
pursuit of the criminals. Meanwhile control rooms and 
Police Stations enroute were also alerted. While speeding 
on Varanasi Road, Shri Malik spotted a jeep and an 
Ambassador car near Balasa railway crossing. He order¬ 
ed his driver to overtake and stop before them blocking 
the way in front while Shri S. S. Sharma’s car blocked 
the way ficm. behind. Seeing themselves surrounded from 
all sides, the criminals immediately jumped out and took 
firing posit.ons. Shri Malik unmindful of the firing of the 
criminals warned them to surrender but. they replied with 
indiscriminate firing. In the meantime, a large crowd 
had gathered and it was felt that return of fire from the 
police would cause heavy casualties to innocent passerby. 
At this juncture, Shri Malik in utter disregard of danger 
to his life made a lightening move and pounced on the 
gang leader Virendra Rai, over-powered him snatching his 
rifle. In the meantime, another criminal Vijai Pratap 
fired at Shri Malik but his aim was deflected in time and 
Shri G. S. Singh pounced on him and over-powered him. 
Another criminal Chandra Shekhar Misra was also over¬ 
powered while the others managed to escape leaving behind 
arms and ammunition. 

The three nabbed criminals were later identified as a 
suspended Sub-inspector and ex-constables respectively and 
have been causing terror in the area.
